Steel billots hav e been Helling $ 22.50 
per ton. 
That is equiv alent to a cent 
and a tenth a pound. The duty on im­ 
ported btool costing more than a cent 
a pound or $ 10 ou a ton. 
That is quite 
sufficient to protect tho American 
ag ainst the competiton of the foreig n 
manufacturer. 
Being well aware of these facts, Mr. 
Carneg ie’s workmen nay: ’’Youhav e a 
protection of $ 10 a ton and you also 
hav e the protection of ocean and rail­ 
road freig hts. Iteing thus effectually 
sheltered from Eng lish. French, Ger­ 
man, and Belg ian c*>mpetion you can 
afford to pay us old wag es. It is not 
fair to charg e the constiun'r that $ 10 
and pocket proceeds yourselv es, as 
our Democratic states men toll us you 
are doing . 
Wo want onr share.” 
The reply of the company in: ‘*\Ve 
admit that we are not troubled by our 
foreig n riv als, but you lose sig ht of 
the fact that domestic competition 
has driv en down prices so much that 
the consumers is not charg ed nearly 
all of that ten dollars extra you 8f>eak 
of. The American steel he buys dtx*s 
not cost him the foreig n price with ten 
dollars a ton added, hut only three or 
four dollars a ton abov e the foreig n 
price. 
More steel is being made in 
this country than there are purchasers 
for. 
Many establishments, being in 
immediate need of money, put their 
product on the market at cut rates 
and hav e forced down prices. 
There 
will be no chang e for the better till 
some of these comjieting concerns g o 
to smash or shut down and increased 
demand clears the market of surplus 
stocks.

$ or miles around the people nev er 
v entured to leav e their house* after 
nightfall until they heard he was dead, 
but this was no great hindrance to 
him. 
He would seize them from the 
v erandas when they were smoking the 
ev ening pipe ami sometimes he pene­ 
trated the v ery houses in the dead of 
night and carried away « hildren—often 
without giv ing the slightest alarm to 
other inmates. 
As a rule, he killed only one person 
I at a time; but sometimes he killed two

He was impelled by a sheer hankering 
for human flesh, tor he nev er touched 
the cattle.

This 
heat is mantained by a little furnace 
beneath the bath. In the bath the 
bather or bathers take a prolonged 
soaking, the washing proper being 
done on the bathroom floor; then 
follows a final soaking, dry ing with a 
towel and a lounge in a bathing wrap­ 
per.

“The cattle herders of the Argentine 
Republic are perhaps the only civilized 
people on the globe 
who eat no

“I was 
sent to that country a year ago by an 
English syndicate to buy cattle for 
the london market. I penetrated 


7 0 0 miles into the interior and for 
months lived among the rural folk. 
They are the happiest, gentlest and 
most hospitable people I ever saw. 
Their habits are frugal, though not 
especially energetic, and, their mode of 
life is primitive, but clean and virtuous. 
The natives for tile most part live in 
little mud huts. They subsist entirely 
on dried beef and tea made from a 
native herb leaf. When they want 
meat they kill a beef on the pampas, 
and after skinning and cleaning him 
hang Hie carcass up to dry in the 
blazing sun. Atter thus exposing it 
to the sun for two days the meat is 
then in prime condition 
for

Argentinian palate after it iscooked. 
A great thick hulk of it is sliced off 
the neck or sides, and, impaled on a 
wooden fork, is held over a flame 
until it quits sizzling and crackling. 
Then a bountiful supply of salt and 
red pepper is sprinkled over the meat, 
a little grease and water are poured 
over it, and you have adishfit for the 
gods, when the tea is drawn and ready 
togo with it. Thebetterelassof natives 
usually keep a small supply af coarse 
cornmeal in their houses with which 
to make bread for 
distinguished 
guests, but they never eat any of 
this bread themselves, nor do they 
seem to care for it.”—From the St.

The duty on im­ 
ported steel costing more than a cent 
a pound or $10 ou a ton. That is quite 
sufficient to protect the American 
against the competitor of the foreign 
manufacturer. 
Being well aware of these facts, Mr. 
Carnegie’s workmen say: ‘‘Youhave a 
protection of 110 a ton and you also 
have the protection of ocean and rail­ 
road freights. Being thus effectually 
sheltered from English, French, Ger­ 
man, and Belgian cnmpetion you can 
afford to pay us old wages. 
It is not 
fair to charge the consumer that |10 
and pocket proceeds yourselves, as 
our Democratic states men tell us you j 
are doing. 
Wo want our share.” 
The r*‘ply of the company is: 
“We 
admit that we are not troubled by our 
foreign rivals, but you lose sight of 
the faet that domestic competition 
has <1 riven down prices so much that 
the consumers is not charged nearly 
all of that ten dollars extra you sneak 
of. 
The American steel he buys doe* 
not cost him the foreign price with ten 
dollars a ton added, but only three or 
four dollars a ton above the foreign 
price. 
More steel is being made in 
this country than there are purchasers 
for. 
Many establishments, being in 
immediate need of money, put their 
product on the market at cut rates 
and have forced down prices. 
There 
will be no change for the better till 
some of these competing concerns go 
to smash or shut down ami increased 
demand clears the market of surplus 
slocks. 
Then prices will advance 
and wage* can go up. 
Or improve­ 
ment* and economies may bo intro­ 
duced in the manufacture which will 
enable better wages to be paid though 
the price of the products “does not ad­ 
vance.” 
This, in effect, is the reply 
of the employer to his mem. 
There is no question that domestic 
competition has forced price* down 
till steel sells for six dollars a ton

given free scope, would be a heavy 
reduction in wages. 
And in view of 
the stubbornness with which steel man­ 
ufacturers refuse to keep on paying 
old wages when they get but $22.50 a 
ton for their steel, it is easy to see hew 
fixed their determination would bo 
not to pay the prosent wages if they 
got but about $18 a ton. 
If the present fight over a compara­ 
tively small reduction is so serious 
in its nature imagine the gravity of 
the situation when the removel of 
protection demanded by a Democratic 
platform called imperatively for a 
much heavier reduction. 
And if a 
small reduction in the wages of a few 
thousand men in one trade causes so 
great a commotion, imagine the effect 
of a great cut first in the pay of 
millions of men engaged in all the 
protected industries in the United 
States, and second in that multitudes

He depopulated 
whole vilages, for 
the mere terror of his name sent the 
inhabitants flying as soon as lie had 
seized 
a solitary victim in their 
midst. 
I* or miles around the people never 
ventured to leave their houses after 
night.'all until they heard he was dead, 
but this was no great hindrance to 
him. 
He would seize them from the 
verandas when they were smoking the 
evening pijie, anil sometimes he pene­ 
trated the very houses in the dead of 
night and carried away < hildren— often 
without giving the slightest alarm to 
other inmates. 
As a rule, he killed only one person 
at a time; but sometimes he killed two 
and on one occasion he killed three in 
one day. Children aud old women 
were his favorite food. Among his 
victims there 
were but six men. 
He was impelled by a sheer hankering 
for human flesh, tor he never touched 
the cattle. 
The villagers began to think the 
scourge was a demon incarnate, aud 
it was impossible to organize them 
for the pursuit. At length some twen­ 
ty elep ants were brought together 
for an expe»lition, and a fly ing column 
of British planters set forth in quest 
of the destroyer. They searched for 
some time in vain, until an old man 
whose wife had been eaten, came to 
report that their quarry had taken 
refugeina tamarind tree. 
It was as he ha«l stated, only the 
man-eater had by this time hidden 
himself m the jungle at the foot of 
the tree and for the moment couhl 
not be found. The place w a s sur­ 
rounded, and tbe elephants advanced 
in close order to trample the fugitive 
out ofbis hiding place. This manoeuvre 
succeeded after frequent repetitions; 
tbe n» ast y as driven out of cover an»l 
at once riddled with balls. He will 
become a legend in tbe distiiet, and 
perhaps a deity.

They ta t No Bread. 
“The cattle herders of the Argentine 
Republic are perhaps the only civilized 
people on the globe 
who eat no 
bread,” said George J. Giddings of 
New Orleans at the Southern. “I was 
sent to that country a year ago by an 
English syndicate to buy cattle for 
the London market. I penetrated 
i GO miles into the interior and for 
months lived among the rural folk. 
They are the happiest, gentlest and 
most hospitable people I ever saw. 
Their habits are frugal, though not 
especially energetic, and, their mode of 
life is primitive, but clean and virtuous. 
The natives for the most part live in 
little mud hut*. They subsist entirely 
on dried beef and tea made from a 
native herb leaf. When they want 
meat they kill a beef on the pampas, 
and after skinning and cleaning him 
hang the carcass up to dry in the 
blazing sun. Atter thus exposing it 
to the sun for two days the meat is 
then in prime condition 
for 
the 
Argentinian palate after it iscooked. 
A great thick hulk of it is sliced off 
the neck or sides, and, impaled on a 
wooden fork, is held over a flame 
until it quits sizzling and crackling. 
Then a bountiful supply of salt and 
reel pepper is sprinkled over the meat, 
a little grease and water are poured 
over it, and you have a dish fit for the 
gods, when the tea is drawn and ready 
to go with it.

right posts and a transverse beam, 
the principle of which has not been 
m aterially altered from its first intro­ 
duction 
The gallow s a t tim es differ in height, 
which was increased in accordance 
w ith the heinqusqeas of the crime of 
the culprit, 
Those elevated erec­ 
tions were made use of at the execu­ 
tions of the regicides in the seven­ 
teenth century, and thus it was th at 
long ladders were required in carry­ 
ing out th elaatextrem itiesofth elaw . 
When ladders were used th“ execu­ 
tioner mounted one, and the culprit 
the other. 
The roj>e having been ad­ 
justed to the cross-lieam , the execu­ 
tioner would dew end and rem ove his 
holder, leavingthecondem ned wretch 
on the other, engaged in his last ap­ 
peal for mercy. 
These prayers were

Things Do Move. 
The improvements at Rice lake are

The Min­ 
neapolis Lumberman says of the im 
provements: 
The mill and logging road works at 
Brainerd are making good progress 
The Gull River (old Pillsbury) mill is 
now all removed here including the 
engine machinery, which was the last 
to be moved. Besides the saw mill 
now building, the company will re­ 
move the Gull River planing mill, and 
also enlarged, locate it here. The site 
of the latter is near the saw mill on 
tfie Rice Lake Point, and on the 
Northern Pacific main spur. 
It will 
be put in operation as soon as it can be 
got up, not waiting for the completion 
of the saw mill, stock for it to be 
shipped temporarily from the Minne­ 
apolis yards. The railroad bridge for 
the logging road (Brainerd & Northern 
Minnesota,) 
was 
commenced 
on 
Wednesday of last week. The cross­ 
ing of the Mississippi is directly at the 
mill site at the Rice lake entrance into 
the river. 
Grading on the railroad 
line itself is going on rapidly and the 
greater part of the whole to be done 
is ready for steel. The Northern Mill 
company are making preparations to 
cut 80,000,000 feet of timber this com­ 
ing season. Superintendent McEwen 
has begun hay cutting, and will put up 
about 1,800 tons. Hay is an excellent 
growth, but its gathering is another 
thing, as the meadows are greatly un­ 
der water from excessive rains.
